Strange Thtngs Found by a Close Stead« 
Ing of the Small Advertisements— 
Smart Business Schemes—Hunt­ 
ing a J ob—Mistakes. 


[St. Paul Pioneer Press. 1 
There is a flavor of personality, an ele­ 
ment of unity, about the little announce­ 
ments in the “ want” columns not so notice­ 
able in other classes of advertising. 
In the 
majority of them the advertiser is calling 
for the possible one who will sustain satis­ 
factorily the relation of master and servant, 
landlord or tenant, landlady or consumer of 
pancakes, debtor or creditor, buyer or seller, 
returner of the lost or the rewarder of hon­ 
esty. 
It is a popular intelligence bureau, 
successfully aiding the personal, and, as a 
rule, more petty transactions of individual 
business. 
A sort of modern town-crier it is, 
minus the noisy round, and proclaiming 
daily to thousands the lost and found, the 
auctions to be held to-morrow, sundry bar* 
gains in lands and wares, and other matters 
of more or less pith and moment 
Some in­ 
teresting pointers regarding the 
practical 
features of this sphere of journalism were 
given a reporter by one of the attaches who 
has charge of this department 
“ Yes,” he remarked, “ the want column 
business brings us in contact with a good 
deal of human nature, and wo hear all sorts 
of odd questions and remarks, and a good 
many interesting stories. 
Take the ‘Help 
Wanted’ department for instance. 
That Is 
scanned by hundreds every day. 
There is 
some fellow looking for a job at the public 
file, on the counter yonder, at most any 
time of day, and sometimes there are sev­ 
eral waiting for a look, especially in 
the morning. 
There’s 
hardly a morn­ 
ing 
but 
somebody is here 
to 
look 
at the files by 5 o’clock. 
If I have time, 
and feel the itching of curiosity, I can gen­ 
erally got tho story and circumstances of 
the caller if we aro alone. 
They aro often 
shabby-genteel fellows, who are educated 
and have seen better times, but drink or 
oircumstanco has loft them without money 
or prospects, and they turn up here for 
awhile aud then go, God knows where. Most 
of them belong to that large and helpless 
class who are educated, perhapsf but have 
no s-pecial calling, and the world don’t seem 
to have much use for them. 
“ When people advertise for help they 
generally want skilled labor of some kind, 
and when there is one opening for a handy 
fellow, or one with simply ‘general intelli­ 
gence,’ there are twenty ready to drop in. 
Some of them have trades or professions, 
but seem to t>e victims of bad luck. 
‘Bad 
luck’ is simply a constitutional weakness, 
as a rule, an far as my observation goes* 
A 
man will have bad luck at anything, it h' 
goes at anything he ain’t fitted for, and a 
good many don’t seem to be fitted 
for 
amounting to much in this world. 
They 
often ask me about 
getting a job, or 
whether it would pay to advertise for a 
situation. 1 don’t generally give them much 
encouragement in 
that direction. 
1 tell 
them the way to get a job is to get out and 
rustle for it 
But the word rustle isn’t in 
their lexicons, as a rule, I guess* 
If the 
mau has a trade I tell him to go from shop 
to shop until be strikes a job, 
If he simply 
wants a job ’at anything,’ I tell him to go 
around to where they are digging cellars or 
stone, or anything of that sort, and oak 
every boss for work, and to keep going until 
he finds it 
It is surprising how many men there are 
who can’t take care of themselves half a» 
well as the average street Arab 
If I ruu 
across one of these shabby-geuteel fellow« , 
looking for something soft; it does me good 
to tell him to bo a man, to get out and take 
o ff his coat and go to work at the first thing 
he find*. 
Some of them come here day 
after day for a long while, look over tho 
paper, aud perhaps answer an ad once in a 
while, and then slowly disappear until tho 
next morning. 
Suddenly he’ll quit coming, 
and I’il wonder what luck he’s having; and 
then, perhaps, 1 11 bee him at work some­ 
where or meet him with a lunch basket on 
tlie street.”

• Well, that s all owing to what they want. 
A sa rule, ye*. 
Sometime« they might a«

“ I have known of a number of Instances 
where 200 or 300 answers were received. 
Sjmotime» a men will advertise for a boy 
or mad to take care of a horse, or a simihar 
job that unybody cun do, and he’ll find a 
regular mob at his store or office in the 
morning. 
A firm out in Dakota sent in an 
advertisement to ruu a few days some time 
ago, calling for a workman of some kind, 
and in a day or two they wroto in to take 
out the ad, a« they didn't want to hire a pri­ 
vate secretary. 
Then, again, soma people 
are too hard to suit. 
A man here adver­ 
tised for a room for « everal weeks last 
spring, and he is at a hotel yet 
“ Sometime« » mart business schemes lie

innocent-looking 
ads.

course we decline anythiug that wu know 
to be fradulent or objectionable in any w ay. 
The other day a youug man csrce in with 
an ad saying that threi bun dog« were 
wanted at the central fire hall by the 
chief of the fire department I *smelt a rat,’ 
and he.reconsUlered.

« pry young fellow wiU tender an ad offer­ 
ing h » company to a ‘young lady of refine­ 
ment,’ « r some thing of that ssrt; *objrjc;, 
amusement,’ etc.— but they are promptly 
refuse!."
